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Kudrin: 
Yukos Has 


Run Out 
Of Time

Finance Minister Alexei Kudrin said Fri- 
day that Yukos had run out of time for 
striking a deal with the government on 
restructuring a $3.4 billion back tax bill 
for 2000, making asset seizures in- 
evitdble. 

“There can be no question of an ex- 
tension,” Kudrin said, Interfax reported. 
He said recent proposals from Yukos' 
management and its owners on settling 
the tax bill had been sent to the govern- 
ment too late. 

"This question is now at the enforce- 
ment stage.” he said. "[Court marshals 
are] an independent part of the power 
structure for executing court decisions. 
Now all questions have to be addressed 
to them." Everything is now in their 
hands, he said. 

His statements came a day after 
Yukos sent a proposal to the govern- 
ment offering to voluntarily pay more 
Шап $8 billion in additional tax pay- 
ments for 2000 to 2003 on condition it 
was given three years to do so. Interfax 
reported, citing a high-level source at 
Yukos. The company has received an- 
other claim for $3.4 billion for 2001 and 
could face further sanctions for other 
years. 

Yukos spokesman Alexander 
Shadrin on Sunday confirmed that the 
company had made a proposal to the 
government on Thursday, but he refused 
to go into details. 

He said Kudrin’s remarks Friday, re- 
jecting any delay in payment, could be 
seen as the government's reaction to the 
plan. 

Kudrins tough stance also came as 
marshals stepped up their search for 
Yukos' assets Friday, issuing a nation- 
wide alert to customs officials and bor- 
der guards to bar the oil firm from smug- 
gling the share registries of its Siberian 
production units out of the country. 

When marshals tried to seize those 
registries at the company's share regis- 
trar M-Reyestr last week, they found 
that Yukos had already shifted them to 
its production units.

In the first high-profile murder of a 
Western journalist in Russia, Paul Kleb- 
nikov, the American editor of the new 
Russian edition of Forbes magazine who 
for years has relentlessly investigated the 
dealings of Russia's rich and powerful, 
was shot dead after leaving work Friday 
evening. 


Klebnikov, 41, was shot four times 
from a passing car about 100 meters 
from Forbes' editorial offices on Ulitsa 
Dokukina in northern Moscow at about 
10 p.m. 

He was still conscious when Alexan- 
der Gordeyev the editor of the Russian 
edition of Newsweek, whose offices are 
in the same building, ran out into the 
street. Gordeyev said Klebnikov told

him he did not recognize the man who 
shot him and did not know who might 
have ordered the attack. Klebnikov died 
shortly after arriving at City Hospital 
No. 20, Gordeyev said. 

It was unclear Sunday whether Kleb- 
nikov had received any threats, and his 
lifestyle suggested he did not feel he was 
in any danger.

litde doubt the murder was directly re- 
lated to his journalistic work. 

"Paul was a very independent jour- 
nalist, was very professional and always 
spoke the truth. And there is no ques- 
tion that he died for speaking the truth," 
Boris Jordan, former general director of 
NTV television and a personal friend of 
Klebnikovs, said after a memorial ser- 
vice Sunday at St. Catherine the Great 
Martyr Church in central Moscow. 

Colleagues and friends, however, 
were not ready to speculate on whether 


the murder was more likely to be re- 
lated to investigations by Forbes Russia 
- which in May published a list of Rus- 
маз 100 richest people. some of whom 
were unhappy about the publicity, given 
the current anti-oligarch mood — or to 
Klebnikov’s other projects, which have 
delved into the darker side of Russia's 
political and business elite. 

One such investigation led to an arti- 
cle in Forbes in 1996 on Boris Bere- 
zovsky, who at the time was a Kremlin 
insider. The article called Berezovsky a 
"powerful gangland boss" and accused 
him of ordering the 1995 murder of tele- 
vision journalist Vladislav Listyev. Bere- 
zovsky said the article consisted of a "se- 
ries of lies" and sued the magazine in 
Britain. 

Klebnikov, however, persisted and 
followed up the article with a book ti- 
tled "Godfather of the Kremlin: Boris 
Berezovsky and the Looting of Russia." 

Berezovsky withdrew the libel suit 
last year after Forbes acknowledged 
that there was no evidence that he had 
ordered the murder of Listyev or any- 
one else. 

In a telephone interview over the 
weekend, Berezovsky said Klebnikov 
led a dangerous life. 

"Somebody clearly did not like the 
way he operated and decided to sort it 
out with him, Russian-style, not through 
the English courts like I did," Bere- 
Zovsky said. 

"Klebnikov was like a bull in a china 
shop. ... All over the world rich people 
like to keep a low profile," he said. But 
in Russia, he said, the situation was even 
more extreme. "If vou publish a list of 
the country's richest people. it's like in- 
forming on them to the prosecutors. 
Standards are different." 

Berezovsky said Klebnikov may also 
have stepped on some toes in the Krem- 
lin. 

An investigative piece published in 
Forbes Russia in April looked into con- 
nections between Surgutneftegaz and 
the firm Kinex, which is one of the 
traders for the oil majors exports.

Paul 
was a very talented person, but if he was 
working on something, he would not 
share that he was doing so with any- 
one." 

Klebnikov's death will not affect the 
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future of the magazine, which will con- 
tinue to be published, Silayeva said. 

Forbes Russia publisher Leonid 
Bershidsky agreed. “I would not like for 
the magazine to close. The news should 
continue. Paul would have wanted this." 
he said. 

Klebnikovs murder sent shivers 
through the Moscow journalistic com- 
munity. И can only be matched by the 
murders of American hotelier Paul 
Tatum in 1996, journalist Dmitry 
Kholodov in 1994 and Listyev in 1995. 
none of which has been solved. 

"Russia is consistently one of the 
world's most dangerous places to be a 
journalist and we call on the Russian au- 


thorities to aggressively investigate anc 
prosecute this case," Ann Cooper, exec- 
utive director of the Committee to Pro- 
tect Journalists. said in a statement. 

At least 14 journalists have been 
killed in Russia in connection with their 
work since 2000, and none of their 
killers has been brought to justice, CPJ 
said. 

“This shameful record of impunity is 
one of the reasons these murders con- 
tinue to happen," Cooper said. "It sends 
a chilling message to Russian journalists 
and a terrible message to the rest of the 
world about the Kremlin indifference 
to press freedom." 

Klebnikov did not appear to be con- 
cerned about safety, his friends and col- 
leagues said. Since moving to Moscow 
earlier this year. he had used public 
transportation to get around. His wife 
and three children visited him as recently 
as last week, which suggests he was not 
particularly worried, Jordan said. 

No date has been set for the funeral, 
which is expected to take place in New 
York, where Klebnikov, a descendant of 
emigres who fled Russia after the 1917 
Revolution, was born and raised. An- 
other memorial service is to be held in 
Moscow at 2 p.m. Wednesday at the 
lower church of the Christ the Savior 
Cathedral.

Investigators Find Gunmens Vehicle

Investigators said they have recovered 
the car from which Forbes Russia editor 
Paul Klebnikov was shot and killed Fri- 
day night, but there was no word that 
any suspects had been detained as of 
Sunday evening. 

"Investigative activities are proceed- 
ing at full speed," Svetlana Petrenko, 
spokeswoman for the City Prosecutor's 
Office, told Interfax on Saturday. “The 
car from which Klebnikov was shot has 
been found. The car is now being exam- 
ined." 

Petrenko did not say what the model 
of car was or where it was found, though 
Interfax reported that Klebnikov was 
shot from a dark-colored Lada. 

No one answered the phone at the 
prosecutor's office on Sunday. 

Klebnikov was shot shortly before 10 
p.m. after walking out of his office at 16 
Ulitsa Dokukina. Interfax, citing wit- 
nesses, said the assailants pulled up be- 
hind him on the side of the street closest 
to Prospekt Mira and, from a distance of 
10 to 15 meters, rolled down the driver's 
side window and opened fire. 

Klebnikov was shot four times. 
Gazeta.ru reported he was wounded in 
the chest, stomach and right leg. 


“It was obvious that he was shot in 
the stomach. There was also some 
blood on his temple," said Alexander 
Gordeyev, the editor of the Russian edi- 
tion of Newsweek, whose offices are in 
the same building. 

Gordeyév said his office received a 
call from someone just minutes after 
the shooting, and he and a few others 
immediately ran out to help Klebnikov. 

"I tried to speak English to him but 
he was answering in Russian," 
Gordeyev said. “I asked him whether 
he had any contacts or meetings re- 
cently that could have prompted this. 
He said there was nothing he could 
think of." 

Klebnikov really wanted to get on 
the phone to his wife and two brothers, 
but could not recall the numbers imme- 
diately, Gordeyev said. 

Gazeta.ru reported that police were 
notified of the shooting at 9:55 p.m. and 
that policemen arrived on the scene 
seven minutes later. Klebnikov died in 
City Hospital No. 20 at 10:10 p.m., In- 
terfax reported. 

There were conflicting reports as to 
how many assailants there were and 
what weapons may have been used. 

According to a witness who asked to 
remain anonymous, three assailants 


opened fire with automatic weapons 
and fled the scene in a Lada, Gazeta.ru 
reported, citing city police sources. 

Investigators from the City Prosecu- 
tor's Office found at the scene nine 
9mm cartridges. one bullet of the same 
caliber and “other objects" possibly re- 
lated to the murder, Interfax reported. 

Ekho Moskvy reported that Kleb- 
nikov was likely shot by two assailants 
with Makarov pistols, which would con- 
flict with the witness account of auto- 
matic gunfire. While a Makarov pistol 
fires 9mm bullets, it is not an automatic 
weapon. The Stechkin pistol, however, 
is automatic and fires 9mm bullets. 

Although the City Prosecutor's Of- 
fice is handling the investigation, Prose- 
cutor General Vladimir Ustinov has 
taken the case under his personal con- 
trol. 

Interfax reported Saturday that U.S. 
officials were to join Russian investiga- 
tors in searching Klebnikovs apartment 
for clues. A U.S. embassy spokesman 
confirmed Sunday that U.S. officials 
had been to the apartment but said he 
could not elaborate due to U.S. Privacy 
Act provisions.
